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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by O'Neill 
_ etal. (6,219,653_B1). 

O'Neill et al. discloses a method and system having representation logic 58 for 
managing freight in a supply chain management with the step of: 

displaying a plurality of distribution centers (each site 12, 14 and 16 may support 
a number of mill sites, warehouses, distribution centers or other business locations) of a 
supply chain (via trading client 26) utilizing a graphical user interface (60), 

receiving a truckload freight value (any number of different types of trucks, 
railcars, barges, airplanes, modular containers or any other suitable delivery container 
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to deliver loads) in an input field (via 228 for example) of the graphical user interface 
(60), 

converting the truckload freight value (via indicating minimum and maximum load 
limits), and 

performing a supply chain analysis using the converted truckload freight value 
(via fields 232-234; cols. 19 and 20, lines 51-67 and lines 1-7). 

O'Neill et al. in one embodiment further discloses a suggested value displayed in 
an output field (via fields 486, 488) (as illustrated in fig 13F; col. 25), that is received 
from a supply chain manager (seller clients 24) utilizing a network (via platform 18 using 
network 20). Further, the truckload freight value is converted to a case value (as 
illustrated via delivery container field 736) and is converted to a freight rate value (via 
field 738). The truckload freight value is received utilizing a network (via network 20 as 
illustrated in Figure 15B). 

The method and system of O'Neill et al. also discloses a computer program 
embodied on a computer readable medium (via trading exchange system 10) with 
software that allows user of trading clients 26 to perform the unique features and 
functions of trading exchange application using the trading exchange system 10. 

Conclusion
